One ol the daughters of the P2ouolt, perceiuing Blanc har dine 
to be armed, ready to be gone with her father, bꝛought him a 
white damaſk caparizon fo2 his hoꝛſe. And waithall a black ſcarte 
foz humſelfe to weare, which ſhe requeſted him to carry in his 
helmet foz her ſake: B nc haraine molt thankfully retceiued theſe

But of one thing eſpectally, I muſt giue pou ts vn⸗ 
dꝛrſtand, that the Bzide was ſo adozned with gemmes,ouches, 
and pꝛecious ſtones that day, that if all the wozlde ſhould haue 
imploycd their paines to obtaine the like, 3 thinke they are not 
tobe gotten : all which, that moſt crucll homicide and periured 
miſcreant A/:mo4e:,had by cracien,ertozted from all his neigh⸗ 
bours Chꝛiſtians, by fozce and willany , But when all th*(- try- 
umphes which endured the ſpace of th: daics) were finiſhed, 
Sadonyrefouming p diabolicall cuſtomes, which had many percs 
continuance within that region, inſt&d thercofcſtabliſhed Jus 
tice, religion and govlines, to the g eat tomſoꝛt of the inhabi- 
tants of Calidony. in which long after they continued, in molt 
p;olperons,and happy eſtate and tranquilitie.

How Blarchardire found his father the King of Frieeimpris ) 
ſoned within the Citty of Ca/idory: and 
deliuered him from thence. 


8 © foztuned not long after this ſolemmity 
was finifhcd, that Sn, Beauttix and 
ant hardine, walking abꝛoad fb2 their 
diſpo2t , heard the moſt putifull outcry 
and lamentation of certaine other pꝛiſo⸗ 
> ncrs,nere the Citty, which were almoſt 
famiſhed fo: want of bꝛead, which dole⸗ 
full noiſ:,ſo penetrated the gentle hearts 
of theſe the Pzinces , that S«dowy des 
maunding what voice the ſame might be, a knight attendant, 
made this reply. now noble King that not long unce, our quons 
dam Lo;d and P:ince Dru, bending his courſe to the renow- 
ned Citty of lormadiy , tomannage armes in the ayde ofhys 
father, againſt the faire Felant vc (furnamed the pꝛoude Lady in 
loue) was by a ſuddaine tempeſt at ſea, dꝛyuen from his courſe, 
and without their compaſſe into a land, which as the inhabi⸗ 
tants called the land of Frize , where (by great hap) within that 
little land at that time, a great Lozd of that Country, came 
with dwucrs Gentlemen of great account to diſpoꝛt themſclues, 
both fo: tge holſomnes of the apꝛe, the fertirty of the ſoile and the 
ſweat recreations that place did affo2d, vppon our arriuall wee 
ranging the thickets and plaines of the Conntry, toke puſencr 
one, who fo: fcare,diſcoueredthe whole tate of the country, and 
the reſedency of this Loꝛd and gentlemen , at that time there by 
whole direcion we ſecretly marching tothe Palace, on the ſud⸗ 
dainc ſurpꝛized the ſad Lozd, with all his bꝛaue troy, who at 
our entcrance ſemed to reſiſt, but finding their foꝛces vnable to 
encounter a multitude, peclded themſelnes to mercy: Dau 
w y ne pitty could not peirte) vtterly refuſing raunſome tom⸗ 
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maunded them pꝛeſently, to be conneighedto this Citty,there to 
remaine during their liues, captiues. And theſe (moſt mighty 
Pances)are the pꝛiſoners, whoſe lamentation, you heare. 

When 3! incbardie heard him ſpeake of Frize, abluſhing red 
beautifping his cher kes, he began ſtraight to coniecture,that out 
of all doubt this Loꝛd wasdeſended of his linage and houſe,com 
maunding p:eſently to fetch them befoze him x the other pzinces, 
which thepoſting meſſenger,ſpedilypcrfozmed:andhamng pꝛe⸗ 
fented them to the th: Pzinces,Bl»ch2r4:»e fixing a ſtœdfaſt 
veiw vpon them, knew his father, (although the hard impaſon- 
ment and hungry diet, had maſſerat ed and made him leaner 
then he was wont to be) whereat Blanc haraline began ſetretſy to 
lament the hard diſtreſſe of his aged Sire , But incurraging 
himſelfe to ſpeake, he demaunded of hum, what country man he 
was, and the chaunce that bꝛought him into theſe calamities: 
Che aged king, faint by reaſon of famine: and fcble by his age, 
after a little pauſe made this reply. 

Know ſir,that j am a moſt diſtreſſed and captiue Bing, my 
Country (which of long time J gouerned , with happines and 
quiet) is called Frize,fcifuated nere the ſea, but thzongh the mu⸗ 
ta bilitie and chaunce offoztune my land hath beenc depopulated 
and lade waſte, my ſabiectes laine, and my ſelfe with diuers of 
my nobles taken pꝛiſoners, by Pars the Donne of Al ode, 
who not pittying my age and gray haires, hath to to long inclo⸗ 
fed vs, within a moſt obſcare and darke pꝛilon, full of venun and 
fplth : in which J and my poꝛe company. are ready to famiſh, 
foz want of ſuſte nance, againſt the law of God, manand naturc: 
btterly refuſing all ranſoines, that haue bane pꝛoffered fo2 our 
deliueries 

But a Sonne J had [ whoſe peares and countenance pꝛeſa⸗ 
ging valure made both my ſe lfe and his mother, to haue to tens 
der a care ouer him, fearing ſome woꝛſe cuent the wc. had cauſe 
to dꝛead: and foꝛ this onely tauſe we rather toke care, to inſtrua 
him in learned ſciences, then to pꝛicke him fo: ward to beare 
armes, who like a Lion vnwilling to bee tamed, and ſpend his 


ꝑeares in ſubiedion and home bzed topes, becauſe J 1 — 
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inneſt him with the · der of knighthod, one day very ſecrefly, 
all our pzinities) went away: and ſince his depar⸗ 
ture wee haue not ſo much as reteiued any neweso: tidinges 
ofhim,which hath bed in me ſuch ſozrow e griefe , that Hwalh 
rather a thouſand times to die then thus to hue depꝛiued. not on- 
ly ol my liberty and kingdome, but of my Sonne, whoſc toward⸗ 
— a child) was of all admired, and iwhoſe loſſe (though 
my fault ot all pittied. Thereſoe my humble petition is ( it it 
reſt in pour powers to rid me by ſome kind ol death, out ofthis | 
lothiome and greeuous thꝛaldoma, wherein J now liue,who ra- 
ther account it a happines to dye, chan thus diſtreſſed withuulſe- 
ryto liue. After which his pittyfull complaint , the teares diſ- 
tilled doune his waterie eyes, vppon his aged face ſo thick, that 

made all the company to be waile his hard aduenture 4 miſhap, 
but eſpecially Blnc bardine his ſonne , within whome loue and 
prtty made their combat. 

Sir quoth Blenchardine)mayit be, that if pour ſon werehere 
at this time, conſidering his long departure from pou, doe you 
imagine that pou ſhoulde knowe him, by bes fauour andcounte- 
nance? 

Ah anſwered the king to well J knowe, that theſt nrx dzoo- 

ping eyes, which poꝛe ſtill vppon my graue, ſhall neuer receine 
ſuch content, as once toinftr them ſelues on his ampable face, 

Vac bardime not able any longer to conceale humſelfe from 
his aged father,ſayd vnto him, know noble King, that not long 
fince,this noble Gentlemen S 4 and my ſelfe,not only ſawe. 
pour Don, but accompanied him long time. And betwene vs, 
were all fhingscommon,ſo that the mutuall kindacs andlone, 
which we conceiged ol echother, was by nomcane to bee diſioy- 
ned, and we ateotumted of one an other, as of our ſelues: in ſo 
much, that at hts departure from our company, de gaue me this 
ring of gold, which herre J weare,and foz his ſake , will reſerne 
during my like. 

The gwd old ing,remembaing the perfec ame of the ring, 
which his ſorme Blarc har dine had ſhe wen him, knew pꝛeſently 
thatit was * —_— 
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his death veguethed the ſame to ad head And being by this 
ſight the mozc encoꝛaged, he in moſt humble maner requeſtedto 
vnderſtand the cauſe of his ſonnes departure frõtheir honozable 
tompanies, and the place, whether they did imagine he had bent 
his courſe, hoping at length if euer he obtainedfredome to viſit 
huis ſonne #/ancbardmme, But when he heard hum not reply to his 
bumble demannd, the olde king ſuſpecting, that his departure, 
was rather a ſe peration by death then a voluntary abſcnce from 
their ſociety, after ſundzy and greeuous ſighes , was ready to 
ſound. But Blanc hardine, who now perteiued by his pittiful com- 


plaints, th u vnles he ſhould make himiclfe knowne, it myght 


he greatly pꝛeiudiciall to his health, and that delay in ſuch a 
caſe,b2cd great danger: he reuoking his fozmer obſtinacy,hums 
nn lte knowne to the old man 
Poſt redoubted Lozd and deere father, beholde / unc hardine 
pour ſonne, whoſe offence to your maieſtie deſerucfh no fauour, 
in that his departure from pour Court was moſt ſecret ly con⸗ 
ttaled from all (but cſpecially from pour ſelfe ) humbly ſubmit⸗ 
ting himſelſe, to your dome, craucth your honourable pardon, 
both foz his fault in departing, and alſo foz the gallant conrſer, 
and\wozd which hee pzimly connaycdaway with him. with the 
which among many other, e hath reuenged rour w2ongs vpon 
your enemy Dr:«-,and his accurſed company ofmiſcreants. 
When his aged father the ing of Frize, heard the dutyfull 
and debonairt ſubmiſſion ofhis ſonne (whame till that very in⸗ 
fant he knew not) by reaſon of the obſcuritie , and dar kenes of 
his paiſon, x alſo his declining age: neither can my pen recount 
no; my tong relate, the happie content he receined , and the ge⸗ 
nerall applauſe fo all (But eſpecially to S«4ory , and the faire 
Beautrix, who all this while, were attentine beholders of this 
rare accident,and when they perteiued the ful iſſue of all which 
had happened betweene them, they congratulated this happy 
chance with Blanc hardine and his father. And p;eſently tauſed 
a ſumpteous bath, and moſt honoꝛable and rich apparell,to bes 
pꝛepared foz the aged ASE the duties belonging ” — 
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ropall cafe: and in like ſo;t , fo2 all the Anightes, and Gentfle- 
men his attendantes. 
Now when Blanc bardine( ſom hat recalled from his imma⸗ 
ginations) after the conference in publique ended, between 
the king and the reſt ofthe company,hauing bought his father 
into a moft ſumpte ous chamber,enboſſed with gold, and hang- 
ed with moſt rich tapeſtry, canuenient fo2 his eſtate, he vemaun- 
ded ol him the eſtate and welfare ofthe Queene his mother, and 
his country:? Alas faire ſonne quoth the king, J haue beene here 
incloſcd,in a moſt obſcure pziſon,this peare and moze, in which 
time, J neuer had any pꝛiuate conference with any , ſaning a 
baſe villaine, vnder whoſe cruell and hard cuſtody, J haue long 
remained conifoztles , ſo that J greatly feare me, that my caps 
tiuitie once bzuted to her louing eares, whoſe penſlue thoughtes 
fo: ther, had almolt befoze my departure conſumed her,hane now 
altogether depꝛiued her, both of health and life : but the caſe is 
only known to God, and not to me, that haue not ſo much as ſent 
neyther receined any letter oz token from her ſince my com-

Fter that al teares were clcane wiped 
+ from their cies, and that the aged Bing 
of Fre and his faint company,had ſom- 
What recouered their perfect ſtrength : 
courrages, Blanc hardine, (whoſe wandes 
I ring thoughts were ſtill occupiedin the 

dcontemplation of the rare and deuine 
beauty of his iſtreſſe, the Qutene of 
Tormaday andon her ſuccours againſt 

the pcriuredinfidcll,and Sanzine A/modes , ſeeing conuenient 
tune and leyſurs to ſerue, befoze S:dony, Btautrix and his aged 
father. began thus to complaine. 

Molt honozable freend and truſty companian 520, unte by 
the high deuine, and moſt ſacred pzomdence of Gad, you haue ob- 
tainedpour hearts content, andthe onely Juell which long you 
haue deſired, Jmeane this faire and beautifull Pꝛinceſſe Zea«- 
trix your wife,and that the true ſincere , and chꝛiſtian religion | 
is ſurely planted within this pour Kingdom, whereby God map 

be truely ſerued your people pzeſerued,and pour country at qui⸗ 

ct, that now yon will reinember,your ſacred vow and pꝛomiſe, 
which faithfully pou plighted to me, in the ſight of God and hea⸗ 
uen, ſoz the ſpeedpſuccour of my faire Lady 4 miſtres, the Ducene 
of ſormaday,againft our foe Alode::and although theſe wars 
may be ſome cauſe to ſeperate pou from pour beautifull QAucene 
and bzide (fo; a while in whome reſteth the full of pour content 
and delight, pet confidermg the Chꝛiſtian Religion which you 
now pꝛofeſſe, and by which pou arc contured , and moſt ſtrickly 
bound, to pꝛoſecute theſe wars vppon an infidell, in the defence 
of a molt vertuous Chʒiſtlan Queene. And allo remembzing, 
your 
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your truſtic pzomiſe made bnto me be ſoʒe our arrinallhere in 
Caſlidony. Cheſe cauſes(J ſay)duly conſidered, will (A truſt) 
be ſufficient ſpurs to pꝛicke you on to thisinqueft, wherein pour 
ſermce (hall not onely bee accoptable to God, but moſt kindly 
taken and requited by mee, whoſe fidelity ſhall rcſt foz euer,en- 
grauen within the intrals of my ſoule inuiolable. 

And yon faire Queene ( ſpeaking to Feautrsx ) although J 
knowe that pou can hardly permit this ſuddaine departure of 

your Pzincely husband conũdering pour late mariage)the ſin⸗ 
— — ſwerte content you receine in bys 
pzeſence,yct ſince pour kingdome doth remaine ſafe and voyde 
of daunger,being garded with ſo many and valiant knights,as 
we meanc to leaue here foz pour defence: and fo; that the time 
will not belong befoze he make his ſafe 4 ſweet returne, graunt 
fre leaue moſt faire Autene to S Ie, to perfozme this hona- 
rable enterpꝛize, although againſt pour father pet being the ſer⸗ 
nice of God,andtherefoze of greateſt fozce, ought by all poſſible 
meanes tobe vndertaken. 

When the fay:e Pzinceſſe,had heard Bleche dine to the full 
of his demaund ,although two extreame tuills, were at once to 
be determined by her conſent,firſt the departure of her new and 
molt louing huſband S. A ſecondly the warres they intended, 
were againſther owns father Alimode : pet being allured both 
by the pittifull teares that diſtiled doune from his eyes, and 
the ſwert ſpeaches that pzoceded from his mouth, ſhe frankly 
gane her conſent, 

Howe S=deny although loathto fozſake his ne we married 
Queerne, and tnwilling to incurre the ſcandall of periarie to his 
appꝛoued friend, with all willingnes commaunded his kippes 
to be made ready, both with munition and vicuall, and thirtie 
thouſand ſoldiers, knights and gentlemen, foz the ſpeedy perfoz- 
mance ofthis ſeruice, which withall uligence, was pzepared 
and in readines. 

TAhen Bine h dine ſaw the willingnes the kingly conſent 
of Sado his appꝛoued friend, het rendꝛed him many and harte 


thankes,vowing the perpe tuitie ol their freindſhips , foz ener to 
D, remains 


and no hape of any victo2z1e, 
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remaine vucancelled. i 

All things accoꝛding to commanndbeingt in readines, 42 
(by the gad aduice ot his truſty companion eh ο¹ 
ted ſandzy garnſoas of appꝛoued knights and ſoldiers, to re- 
mainc within the Crtie of Cailidony , fo: the defence thereofa - 
gainſt fozraine inuaſions, and to repulſe king A if hee 
whculd in the meane, chance to returne thether befo2e them) 

Then after a follemne leauc taken of the Queene, and 
all her hong. able companie, all thinges beeing left in god 
and quict oꝛder, they betoke theme lues to the Sea where ha- 
uing a pleaſat gale, they in ſhozt ſpace were paſt the ken of land 
running their wiſh:d courſe to I ormaday,fo2 the de liueryſ(as J 
ſaid beſo2c)of the faire Auent Sinne the pꝛoud Lady in loue, 
where lets a while leaue them, torecount ſomething of the mil⸗ 
creante.1modes & his accurſedcampairy, whom we left befoze 
the walles of Tormaday in great hope to bee owner,both of the 
Qutene and Coumtry. 

Ve recounted at large befo:e, how the pzoude Aimodrs layd 
hs vaulp and continual (cidge to the Citre of orm day cuſter 
the departurc of his ſenne Vary and the great lofle afthe-verty - 
alles which he bought out of He. Wut as yet nopther his ai 
ſauites Tammzadocs,noz allarums, bꝛed any daunger, though 

te feare to the Citizens within the towne , vet many hardy 

nights and ſoldiers on both des loft their liues, m makmy 
ontrodes.,tot:rrific the enenue. But Ai perteming hes 
victualls to waſte, his men to pie, ſome by war,fome by eckneg, 
on a ſuddainc earcly in the mo2- 
ning, cauſed his Cannons to be planted agauiſt the alles. his 
cammrcs and engines of war, to be reared vp, hoping to etfeu the 
full of his deute, the found and nouſeof which, being heard with- 
in the Towne , cauſed a trembling feare to ſurparze the Citi⸗ 
3ens, but eſpecially the Qucene, who now almoſt without hope 
of any ſuccoury from her vnkle, the Bing of Norwerzh (lately 
dead the loſſe of her knights and ſolmers at home, and efpecial- 
ly the want of her true and truſty feruant Blarcher de, (ſhee Y 
ar) bearer this bane altar, mounted vp ms 
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Turret, from whence the might as well decerne the ea as the 
enemy befbze the walles : And ſtanding therc in this doubtfull 
traunce,almoft comfo:tles and deſperate of ſuccour, caſting her 
cye to the maine, ſhre might eſcvp a lat off, a hagt and mighty 
Nauy, whoſe ſpꝛeading ſayles, fild with a pleaſant gale, kend- 
ed (as the thought) their running courſe to Tormaday, — 

This ſuddaine and vnerpected ſight , dꝛe tu her into a dont, 
what ſhe night comegure ofthis accident; ſometime comfozted- 
with hope, but ſtraight plunged in diſpaire:one time imagining 
it to be Gu e n other time to be Darius, that came tere⸗ 
" letne and ayde his father againſt her: Thus in perplexities, ſher 
continued the ſpace of one houre and moze, in which time, ſher 
might moze perfealy perceiue the numder of veſſels that with 
ſptedy courſe came thether. And in theſe agomes.ſhe ceafednot 
fd maocdte the mercy of God, whole mighty wer the euer acs 
anowledaed,to exc&de al humane riches, to fend her comfo2t in 
her calamities, 

Now "Blanchrr4ine though the bzightnes of the un, whole 
beames made a refliction vppon the rigozous waltes of the City, 
ſanding on the hatches, with the aged king of Frize his fa 
firing a moze pertt a veiw therb,he began to relate 
ſumptcous buildings of þ Citp, not ſoꝛgetting, boch the bounty ? 
beauty ofthe faire Qutene Cel , her Pꝛʒintelp affection foo 
wards him, and his humble loue and dutie to her, vowing if euer 
de might come a ſyoꝛe, to enconnter with Alec, hee Woulde 
make hrdwnc his loue by his valozon the enemy, in her tult

Now the pꝛoude putell in toue , the faire Quiene 2 e 

leaning in her window und ſterng theſe Ave e to tom 
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The Muxne leading him into the toppe of her Zurret,ſhewed 
dim this huge t auy, demaunding who they might be:TheP20- 
uoſt being ingenious, and full ofcozrage , anſwered, that they 
were as he thought Chꝛiſtians. both by the ſhe w of their flags, 
ftreamcrs and appendants:ah God graunt(quoth the Auiene 
they be, The Pꝛouoſt replying,requeſted her maieſtie to ſend 
dim, not only to make inquirie what they were, but alſo to wage 
tte m, il he could, to fight vnder her maieſties ſtanderds, again 
A limod- and his foꝛces. 

The Qutene deſirous of ſuccour,condecended, and pzeſently 
diſpatched the Pꝛouoſt acco2vingly , who without delay toke a 
ſhip boat,rowed with eight tall fellowes,and by their diligente 
and paine; he came absoꝛd the ſhip where 5/anchar dine was, 
who deſtrous to vnderſtand what they might be, that poſted ſo 
faſt to come aboozd him, walked vp and doune vpon the hatches 
vntill they were afſended. Then the P2onoſt began with an ans 
datious corage,to deliuer the Cmbaſſage of his Nugne and 
Piltres,in as ample manner as ſhee had giuen him in charge:

Sir anſwered the 
Pzouoft,our city is wel fozteficd,foz many moneths,as yct,net- 
ther do we doubt of A/»odes fozces, which are not able to hurt 
ds: but one thing ſeemeth moſt diſpleaſant vnto all her ſubiedes, 
that neyther night no; day , her maieſtie eniopeth any content, 
tozmenting her ſelfe with i ghes and paſſions, which we all dont 
will ſozt to ſome hard euent, vnleCe a ſpeedy remedy be found 
fo; her recomfo;ture, 

Blanch a dine very deſirons to bnderffand, what diſaſter ̊ might 
be, which ſo vakindly, bzed ſach diſcontentment to the Queene, 
sarneftly ſolicited the P2ouoft,to relate the cauſe at large. 
Che Pꝛouoſt moſt willingly obeping the pꝛincely tommaund 
and gentle intreat old /ancvardnc anſwered in this ſozt 
Know 
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Know fir,that the ertreamity of griefe,that our Queene hath 
{nwardly conceiued foz the loſſe of the moſt bzane accompliſht 
man of the wozlde, who in her defence , behaued humſelfe with 
fuchvalloz aga inſt her foes,that in hers, and all our wdgements 
and opinions, hee thzough the wozid may not bee equalized foz 
magnanimitie. And not long ſince haung by the mighty pꝛoui⸗ 
dence of God,eſcaped many e imminent daungers, ſayling he- 
ther with a mighty army ofbzaue ſoldiers, fo2 our reſcue,a ſud⸗ 
daine tempeft ariſing at ſea, de with his warlike company, were 
enfocedto commit theſelues to the mercy ofthe waues, which 
at that inſtant ,thzeatened naught but death, and deſtruction to 
them all. But thankes be to the higheſt heauens, not long ſince 
a pilgrime paſſengcr,dzyue bytt᷑peſt vp this our coaft,bzought 
ds the moſt happieſt tidings chat we coulddefire, t which bzed 
moze content to our Nueene, then all the woꝛlde could affozde, 
(which was) that at his departure from the City of Caſſidony, 
the chiefe Citie of our aduerſarie Ahe, this bzaue man af 
armes, named Blanc tardine, i the mightie Pzince Sad forng 
to the ing ol Spruſe, were not only landed there with a mot 
pui ſaunt army of reſdlute knights, Gentlemen and ſoldiers, bet 
dad vanquiſhed and Caine , our moztall enemy Darius, ſacked 
his City and people, and that by the pꝛocurement of Blanc ber- 
dine, the Pzince S-4o»y had wedded the beautifull Lady ZBeow- 
17:x( Almodes daughter) by whoſe right heis now fully poſſeſſed 
with the u gnioꝛy and kingdome of Caſlidony, the which he go- 
nerneth with all tranquility,peace andhappines, being (not on-

When the pp ouaſt had thus diſcourſed at large fo Zlarcher- 
Ane the meſage and repozt ofthe pilgrime, Blasc har dme made

Ab very Oed (quoth the ou aud can it be, that ſo Noble

When Amo de, by his eſpialls vndertoke the huge army 
ol the enemy ready to char ge vpon him:a chilling colde benoms 
med his daſtard lunds, but fearing to be ſurpꝛiʒed on p ſodaine, 
made his knights and officers to deuide his army into ſeuerall 
winges, ouer which he appointed the moſt expert + curragious 
Captaines, that fo: beſt deſert he regarded, himſelſe leading the 
Kcareward: Then the Pattell began to appꝛoch, the one in 
ſight ofthe other, at the which, the clamoꝛ of the people grew fa 
great, that vnneth tould the dꝛums oꝛ trumpets bee heard, The

But in this hotte garrmih, H ,die fingicd fo;th a 
Duke, a man of great account and pꝛowes, whaine at the ſirſt 
meeting with his Launce, he (ent drad to the ground. And beſo2s 
his Launce bꝛake, he confounded ſiue oꝛ ſir. And folowing his 
happie entrante, he ſo behaucd hunſelfe , that his ſwoꝛd was tw 
well knowne among the agans, fo2 he had altered the Azure 
culloꝛ thereof, into a crimſon red, with the blood of the for,fo that 
happie was he that might rid himſclfc from Yhachar dme, ſorry, 
And if i had not ſupplied the deſed me froprs of his 
laughtered ſoldiers, with a band often thouſand feeſh, the day 
had on his ide bene turnd to night, vyon whichbegan the clamoz 
oft he ſoldiers to eccoe in the sky, When ging each other the 
freſh onſct , the battell formed moze feirce then at the firſt, Wut 
Bluchar 4 ne(wiltigatco with hanoꝛ and louie, ſtill hazardeviiins 
ſelſe e mang the thicueſt of his eninues, whome thep knew to 
we ll fo; thcir pzofits , And being encloſed within a ring ol pa⸗ 
gans,thcyfreſbly aſſayled him on enery five, eyther to lay him

ants gane a nia htte ſhote, but d perceining the diſtre@rd: = 


caſe of his truſty friend Ye bardre, haſted ſa fall vppon the e · 
numy with bis company, that hen ſet at libertie hum, that beſbʒt 
they thought to be maſt ſure pꝛiſoner. Taben Bec lardme fa 
um ſciſe fre, he pzeſeritip mounted a freſh hoſe, 4 toke a migh-s 
ty Launct.

queſt. And ag beſoze,fs he ſexurd hun the ſecond tune fo; had not 
Amade bene reſtue d againe, hs hat (it his ſouls to ( en ferrp 
bote, to paſſe him ouer Plilegiton, to traue his wadzing paſpozt 
cf EA, Mares and Na ant, to the inte rnall bloody Pe 
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Now the Qneene of Tormaday (who as J ſaid befaze') Eads 


ſeldes, 


with her nurſe in the gallery window, perceiuing plainely this 
bꝛaue combat, betweene Zlanc hardme and the Bing Almedes 


which bꝛed her molt ſwet content: She fo2zthwith called vnto 
her a young Rnight,whome ſhe commaunded p:eſently to deli⸗ 
uer a white dammask ſlæue which ſhe pulled from her gowne) 
with her kindeſt commendations to arne, requeſting 
him fcz her ſake, not ouly to weare the amt, bur alſo to alter the 
culloꝛ, with the blod of her enemie ie,. 

The young kmaht hamng receiued this ambaſſag tram the 
Queene,ſpedily poſted to deliuer it to 3/anchardn',vnto whom 
being apꝛoched, he pꝛeſented both the Dugenes commendations 
and the ll ue.

Nowe was the beautifall Ce Mugene of Tormaday, 
come befoze 'Bancherdine to perld him humble thankes fo; his 
exceeding paines, and true valoz ſhewed in her ſeruice, altoge⸗ 
ther ignozant of all ſiniſter accidents touching the captinitre of 
Sadony : at whoſe appꝛoch, the virmillion red did ſo bepaint his 
manlike face, that euery one might well percetue the integritie 
of his affectian by his countenance: on the other ſide the Dueene 
taken (as it were with an Apoplerie) was fo2 the time like one 
in a france,not able thougherceding lone to vt ter a wozd, till 
Blancbardine taking her betwerne his armes, ſeizing vpon her 
roſtal lips with a \wcete kiſſe, had a little reuined her, thencom- 
ming to her ſeife , ſhee woulde faine haue ſpoken , but yet was 
fkung-tide, onely ſuffering her cycs to bir the true meſſengers of 
her thought. But Han char dine bzcaking ſilence began in this 
manner.

admires,and men doe reuerence. O that the diſinall day had bin 
obſcured, when firſt this helliſh Tirant modes, bent his blas 
dy ſoʒces againſt this royall T „ although he hath

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acquired hall aduantage, vet hath ſirbdued his Conquerer, iu 
ſurpaiũing that molt heroick Munce Sd, whame nowhe lea- 
det pꝛiſoner to Cal41dony: but what auailes ſozrowe, where 
ſadnes cannot helpe, and though Jnow emoy your companye, 
whichis a heaucn vnto my ſoule, and a paradite vnto my mind, 
pet lince the cauſe was mine, the quarrell mine, and he himſelf 
* was mine: with what honoꝛ o; iuſt excuſe, can 02 may I ſuffer 
bun to endure impꝛiſonment, and hae my fclfe free and out of 
bondage: (pardon me O gracious Nucene) and with your par- 
don iopntly giue me le aue to recouer hun again, without whom 
neither may my hart reteiue content, neither my ſoule comfozt: 
and the time ſhall not be long, vntill 3 make my ſpee dy returne 
to viſite vou, whom aluue aboue all wights J honoz,and whome 

aftcr death J vowe as my cheefeft ſaint to adoze, 
Wlhen the pꝛaude Lady in lone faire Eglentint, had till this 
inſtant remained as it were ina traunce, pet liſtened to this 
ſad and heaup diſcourſe of Blanc bardie, Where at the firſt a wan 
and pale he w had holy poſſeſſed her amiable face, by reaſon of 
her inward paſſions : now the ozient vernullion ſp2rading on 
ber chee kes, ſtroue (as it were) with the Roſe and Lillie fo2 ſu⸗ 
periozity in the perfection of cotour,ſhe calling her ſenccs toge⸗ 
ther, made this reply. Ah poze and diſtreſſed QNucene,how often 
in iny greateſt miſhaps was J wont to alledge againſt fo:tune, 
when ſhe thꝛeatned vtterty to depnue me of honoꝛ, ling, re- 
nowne,yca life and all, that none of al that was mine, claiming 
oncly a pzoperty in thy loue and lopaltic'D noble Knight 5/1 
chardint ) not caring to fozaoc the whole woꝛlde fo 3 might en- 
top ther whome J thought that neither alteration of time , di- 
Tance of place, mutation of manners, change of cſtate, no no;

my ſelle againſt foztune, who long ſince hath vowed my vtter

ko ſound the Citizens, whether they would render the ſame and 
lubmitte to Blanc bardine 03 no, whether being come, and hauing 
perfozmed 
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perfamed hischarge,the moſt t greateff part conſentedto B / u- 
—— tabble of raſtals, which were gariſond in 


the behalf of 5 bus, withftod the reff, whereupon the greater 
munber aFembling together, got the market plate, where they 
fet vpon the rebels, x in (mall time were maſters of the Toune: 
the dead carcaſſes ofthe traytoꝛs which they found, they th;ewe 
ouer the walls into the ditches ofthe Citie: and fwzthwith ope- 
ning the gates, in great humilifie they ſubmitted the Citig anv 
themſelnes to'5/orcheordre, No ſoner was he entrey the Ci⸗ 
tie hut he ſẽt a truſtie ſpy,to ſteale (if it were in the 
Caſtell, where the Quene Ege laie , who by his care- 
full induſtrie, entered there vnſerne, and recounted vnto the 
Queene the ſucceſſe which Blanc hardine alreaddie had, being 
lately come aſhoze, 

This viierpected newes recomfoztcd the Qutene and the old 
Carle of Caſte|ford;and pꝛeſently they made great mos 
ioy within the Caffel,ſo »the noyes tame to the ears bun, 
who greatiie wondering at this ſudden applauſe, vttertis ignos 
rant what had happned within the Citie, he beg«a fo doubt. 

But Blanc har dine and the Pzince 824. 7 ſith ſperdie pace, 
hamng deuided their companies inte iundzte battels , march- 
ed by pꝛiuie and obſcure waies, fill they came niere vntothe 
Caſtell : but by chaunce a certaine freeboter of $bb:0»; com 
panie, hauing fo:raged abzoad fo2 freſh vittailes, eſpied their ſe- 
tret march, and p2eſently related it to Sab, at which newes 
his colour became pale fo2 feare , yet ſ&ing no remevie, he en- 
conrragcd his followers to ſhew their vallo;s,p;omifing moun- 
taines (it victo2te thaunted on his part) i thzeatning them with 
feare of death fo: their treacheries, (if Ac e, were bid: 
— Nowbegathe two armies to iome, where on the one part fear, 
on the other hope, was the enſigne, But by þ valoz of Scher- 
dine and S. dom, the fight endured not long, fo; they ſo aſſayled 
them on enery fide, that both the traitozs ſtrengths and wittes, 
were quite confounded. And at this very infant, the alde Ca 
of Caſteltord, the knight of the ferry,and the truſtic d | 
made their ic ont of the Caſtell ; Do that Sb a

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way toz his eſcape, betoke himſrife to light, whom Z/wrcbor does 
aud S purſued ſo ſaſt, as their hoꝛſes would giue leaue But 
Subbien being mounted vpon a malt ſtronge and ſwift courſer 
(hauing got the ſtart, leſt them in the wende s. And in his flight 

\ bc was entompaſt with twelue theeucs , which did continually

. tre long they chaunced to eſpie them, wand2ing in vnknowne 
pathcs , vuto whame with gentle conntenance , +/+rcbaraay 
guung a kind ſalutation, enquired if they had not ſæne a man 
paſſe this way very lately arne d. Theſe outlawes jmy!idcly res 
plycd.that none ſuch paſſed th it way, But ſince the uight dee w 
en ſo taſt. And at there was no place of lodging within the 
ſpacc and compaſſe of ux aʒ ſeuen nules, andalſo a dangerous 
paſſage th:oughthe ſoꝛre ſt th the darke, that if it pleaſed them 
ko a light, and to refreſh themſelues with ſach actates as their 
ſimple cottage did aſſoꝛd, they ſhould finde gentle entertains 
ment. The two pꝛintes ſuſpecung no guple, were eaſily entreas 
ted to allight, and to acccpt this frandly pꝛoffer, (as thep 
thought but being entered within this cane , har dine per- 
teiued pꝛeſently, that the place and people were daunger eus; 
and councelled e 4%, nct to diſarme bunſelfe fearing ſonis 
treacherie: But when 8,7. the Captaine of the twelue, en⸗ 
tered fheirchamber , and found tem armed, he began to pe r⸗

Chat during the firſt night none might lye in any vnknowne 
place naked o2 vnarmed, This replie ſemed vnple ſant to 84 
,, Who pztlently recounted it to 520 and his tontae⸗

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rates: but e fainting with daſtard feare , aſſured them 
that their fozecs were ſmall and not able to make reſiſtaunce 
byrcaſ21 ofth2 lang and wearie fight, which they had endures 
| all th: diy beloꝛe, by whaſe perſwaſions , , and his aſſo- 


ſtates, were te ſatutely bent to perſi ame their demſed ſtratagem. 
About the twclfth houfe of the night, theſe accurſed Caittnes bes 
gan to ſet vpon theſe two noble P3zinces, But they ſo maniully 
behaued themſelues, that not only S«b6-0» was made a lyer, 
but alſo the whole company Liueleſſe (except 8. ν / whome

cherdme and Sadem were t Padam anſwe red the old Earle , it 
is not long ſince they were both hare in our companie and we 
Wppoſed that they had bene alreadic entered the Caſtel! be foze 
our comming. When the faire Qucene perceiucd , that no ti⸗ 
dings could be heard of them, fearing ſome nnſchaunce, the fell 
into a ſounde wherein ſhe continued the ſpace of an houre and 
moze , bat being recouered he began moſt puteoulſl y to werpe 
anderclaime againſt foztune : the old Carle andthe Counte ſſe

The nig b oung Punces which long bid bent their deua⸗ 
tions to tha ſwt aint whichkept her ſhane in Lo. maday (J 
mt ane the ſaucs and chaſt Lady Fe furnamed the pzouds 
Lady in laue) dauing receuad notice by ther eſpialls whi 
kept continuall reſidence wrthin the Citty of ſorm da 7 
tific the newes which happened there, to the ir Painces a1 
Counle hearing 4 1 * this Auαᷣ, w holt aut as 
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Fainff Cupid was intomparable, and pecniſh contrit in leae , 
molt abſurd , bad nowe entred the chapter houſe of his mother 
Vena being limed in the buſh of 'Z/a:c1r4mes beauty , whoſe 
large commendations and magnanimious cozage was carped 
by the ſwift winges of flying fame thzoughout many Realmes 
and paouinces, the like befoze was ildome oz neuer heard.

ſonne of God : and there ſoꝛe with all humilitie, iopntly on their 


knees they entreated his maieſtie, to leaue his ſuperſtifious 
woꝛſhipping of bloc kiſh Mahomet, and with all deuotion to acs 
knowledged Thuſt to be the true God : And euen at that very 
inſtant the ſtony heart ofthis Pagan King was mollified, who 
foꝛſaking his idolatrie, betame a chaiſhian, This happie newes 
ſo delighted his ſonne, that vnder heauen nothing could wo2ke 
him mo2e content; Then laboured S449»y and his faire Qncene 
with all ropaltie, to welcome their father and his followers, 
wheretheicentertainmet was exceeding meaſure,both fo mags 
nificencie and coft:Ho paſt the time a moneth oꝛ moze,oftheir a⸗ 
bode in 1ollify, vntillthe King defirous to returne to Marien- 
bourgh,requeſtedleaue of S. de, fo; his departure:who firing 
the tickle ſtate of his fathers kingdome, in his abſence, want⸗ 
ing a gonernour there, was the moze willing, and ſo all poſſible 
pꝛouiſion being made with pzincely bounty beſtowed by S deny 
and his 5eauer:x vpon the Lo2ds of >pruſe,they accompanied the 
King tohis chips: And after humble dutie done by $4407 to his 
father and kinde curteſte to the reſt, he reqnmended them 
to the mercy of Slunchardine; God,
